LE parts, Eſtats and Degrees of our People bee ſuſtained and cheriſhed, and 
EN that they may receine mutuall comfoꝛt the one by the other, eſpecially 
where the need is moſt: And that the ancient and lawdable cuſtomes ofthis 

e Our Realme be continued and obſerued, and new inconuenientes (which 

5 SOS Nee the times doe dayly bzeed) repzeſſedand pꝛeuented; Whereas therefoze We 
are giuen to vnderſtand, That there is a great repaire and confluente, alwell 

to the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and the Suburbs ofthem, as to other Cities within Our 
Kingdome, of Noblemen and Gentlemen, who are Our pꝛincipall Miniſters foꝛ the gouernment 
ofthe ſeuerall Counties of Pur Kingdome, in reſpect of Our Commiſſions of Lieutenancie and 
thePeace : And that their comming is with purpole to line and abide in the ſaid Cities and places 
with their families foꝛ this whole Winter, oꝛ at leaſt during the Chꝛiſtmas time; wherebythe go⸗ 
uernment ok the Countreys will be weakened, Holpitalitie and the reliefe ofthe pooze (eſpectally 
at ſuch a time) decayed, and the ſaid Cities, and places ſurcharged and peſtered, and the pꝛices of 
Uictuals there, and all other pꝛouiſions and things erceſſiuely rayſed and inhaunſed: Wee doe 
by theſe pꝛeſents will and tommand, alwell all Our TLieutenants and MNoblemen (extept ſuch as 
be of Our Pꝛuie Countell, oz beare any Office about the Perſon, oꝛ Court of Our ſelues, oꝛ Our 
deare and welbeloued Conſozt the Queene, ) and likewiſe all Deputie Lieutenants, and Juſtices 
olf Peate; That they and euerp ofthem doe immediatly vpon the end of this pꝛelent Terme, being 
the Nine and twentieth day of Nouember,from the laid Cities and places, repaire vnto their ſeue⸗ 


rall Countreys to attend their leruite there, and to keepe Houſe and Holpitalitie, as appertaineth to 
their plate and degree, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure , and luch puniſhment as is due foz the 


tontempt of Our Royallcommandement, 
Giuen at Royſton the 24. day of October, in the twelſth yeere of Our Raigne of England, France, and 


Ireland, and of Scotland the eight and fourtieth.
